ORDER 

New Delhi, the 8 th February 1972 

S.O, 123(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 31 of the 
Defence of India Rules, 1971, the Central Government, being of opinion that it is 
necessary so to do for securing the public safety, hereby makes the following provision 
for the regulation of the movement of extemed persons within the territory of India, 
namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement. —(1) This Order may be called the Externed 
Persons (Regulation of Movement) Order, 1972. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Provision for regulation of movement of externed pernomf.—Thu District Magistrate 
may regulate the movement of any person, who having been externed from any State 
or who, having been prohibited from entering a State, under any law for the time being 
in force, by the orders of that State Government, is present within the local limits of 
his jurisdiction, by requiring, by a written order, such persons— 

(a) to reside in such area or place as may be specified in the Order and not to 
leave such area or place— 

(i) except in accordance with the conditions specified in the Order, or 

(2tg) 
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(ii) without the prior permission of the District Magistrate or any ottfrf? 
authority specified by the District Magistrate in the Order; 

(b) to notify their movements and to report themselves in such manner, at such 
times and to such authority or persons as may be specified in the Order.
